The women in these rec 
ords served 60 days in jail in 1951 
for offering herself as a prostitute 
A former employe of the Los 
Angeles local, Albert Barclay, tes 
tified that Miss Lower was Cross’s 
“ girl friend’’ and that she was 
paid $75 a week as a union organ 
izer. 
Miss Lower, giggling, conceded 
that she was on the payroll for a 
time while seeking names of po­ 
tential union members from the 
chief night baker at Vandekamp’s 
Bakery. She said he was “ a very 
good friend . . . I can’t remember 
his nam e.”

Hayashi, on the advice of the aol- 
dier’s brother, Louis, of Ottawa, 
III. 
Louis telephoned Girard in Tokyo 
twice Friday and instructed the 21- 
year old .soldier to fire both Hay- 
as hi and his Army legal adviser, 
Ma.). Stanley F. Levin. 
Levin confirmed from Tokyo to­ 
day that Girard had fired Hayaahi 
hut denied that he too had been 
sacked 
' I ’m .still Girard ! personal ad­ 
viser,” Levin said, “ and until I 
hear differently, that'* th# way it 
is.” 
Hayashi claimed that he still wa* 
Girard'* chief counsel. 
Louis Girard said in Ottawa that 
Earl J 
Carroll “ can now be con­ 
sidered 
Girard’* 
chief 
defense 
counsel ” 
* 
However, Dayton Harrington, an­ 
other of Girard s lawyers in tho 
United States, underlined the dis­ 
agreement among the American 
attorneys on defense strategy. 
Harrington said in Washington 
that he thought that Hayashi was 
a “ highly competent attorney’* and 
should he retained. 
Will Petition Eisenhower 
Cirroll, a New York and Cali­ 
fornia lawyer, in an attempt to 
get the case out of Japanese courts 
already has won a Federal Court 
order forbidding the government 
from surrendering Girard to the 
Japanese. 
Carroll wants the soldier return­ 
ed to the United States to face a 
military court-martial. 
Both Carroll and Harrington will 
represent Girard in Federal Court 
in Washington next Tuesday when 
Federal Judge Joseph C. McGar- 
raghy ordered the government to 
show cause why Girard should not 
be returned to the United States. 
In other development* in the 
case: 
Rep. Jam es A. Haley (D-Ela.) 
introduced 
a resolution 
Friday 
calling for the administration to 
reverie its decision to turn Girard 
over to the Japanese court*. 
Girard’! brother, along with oth­ 
er prominent citizens from Ottawa, 
will go to Washington Sunday to 
present President Eisenhower with 
petition* bearing 7,000 signatures 
requesting that Girard be returned 
to the United States.

Killed 14,000 in 
1950-55 Period 


WASHINGTON OF - The Agri­ 
culture 
Department said 
today 
14,000 farm persons were killed 
by accidents each year from 1950 
through 1955. 
Farm work accidents killed an 
average 
of 3,900 
farm persons 
each year for the period, the de­ 
partment 
said, 
citing 
National 
Safety Council figures. 
Farm work mishaps injured an­ 
other 321,600 each year. Accidents 
in farm homes took 3,300 lives and 
injured 548,300 each year. Motor 
vehicle accidents killed 6,000 farm 
persons and hurt an additional 
210,000. Off-farm accidents not in­ 
volving motor vehicles killed 1,600 
members of farm families and in­ 
jured 140,000 each year from 1950- 
55. 
The department said many of 
the accidents were “caused by un­ 
safe practices and hazardous con­ 
ditions that could be corrected.”

But you’ll have to keep your 
hens cool to keep them laying. 
Don Bray, poultry specialist at 
the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture, suggests having 
plenty of cool water in the house 
so that the hens can drink when­ 
ever they feel like it. That’s one 
way to keep them cool. 
Straw or 
insulated lofts are 
another way, 
Bray says. 
They 
keep down inside temperatures by 
absorbing the heat from the sun’s 
rays before it gets to the birds. 
And good ventilation is very ira- 
Open up the ends or 
sides of the house, or use fans in 
the windows and in the ridges to 
keep the inside air moving. 
White or aluminum paint on the 
roof and sides of the house will 
reflect much of the sun’s rays and 
help to keep down inside heat too.

INTRODUCTION—How terrible 
it m ust be to be at outs with one’s 
own brother. 
It is bad to have ill 
feelings toward any person, but 
for mem bers of one family to be at 
enm ity one with another, m ust b t 
really bad. 


When we left Jacob and 
Esau 
last week, Jacob had run away from 
home after his brother threatened 
to kill him. 
Jacob 
had 
stolen 
Esau’s birthright and blessing. By 
trickery, and with the help of their 
mother, they had taken that which 
belonged to Esau. 
Now, twenty years later, we find 
quite a different scene. Jacob has 
come face to face with God. 
He 
has had an experience with God 
that changes his whole life and at­ 
titude. 
His nam e is even changed 
from Jacob, “the supplanter," to Is­ 
rael, the “prince with God.” 
Anytime a person has an exper­ 
ience with God and really becomes 
a Christian, they will no longer 
hold grudges toward another. Any­ 
tim e you find someone who has 
hatred in his heart toward any oth­ 
er hum an being, you may know 
that person is not a Christian. 
He 
may be regular in church attend­ 
ance, or, he may even be a leader 
in some church, but he (or th e) is 
not a Christian! 
I JACOB WRESTLED WITH GOD 
(32:24-25) 
Jacob had many experiences dur­ 
ing the years since he had left 
home. 
Some had been good, and 
some bad. 
He decided to return 
to his native land. 
On the way he 
heard th at Esau, with 400 men, 
was headed his way. 
W hether from fear of Esau, or, 
genuine trust in God, we do not 
know; but Jacob turned aside to 
pray. 
There appeared one upto 
him who engaged him in combat. 
All night long he wrestled, but 
he would not let go. God touched 
Jacob’s thigh and caused him to 
become lame. 
Broken, now, Jacob 
was ready for God’s blessing. 
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T oday’s athlete wants to win fairly ac­ 
cording to the rules. 
Primitive man had 
no rules, no sense of fair play. 
In the intervening centuries man learned 
more of God. He began to apply basic 
religious principles of honesty and integ­ 
rity to all the activities of life. Finally, he 
decided that even his games ought to be 
played by such standards. 
Som etim es w e say that sports build 
character. W e really mean that fair play 
— the religious principle we haVe tried to 
incorporate in our games— turns mere 
com petitive effort into a character-mold­ 
ing experience. 
But life is more than a game . . . and 
Christian character is more than sports­ 
manship. 
T he Church teaches all of us the prin­ 
ciples of moral and spiritual living. 
It 
brings us into a reverent relationship with 
God himself. Its truths not only inspire 
fair play . . . but victorious living.

Friend, if you know in your own 
heart that you are lost, you know 
enough to be saved. 
You may in­ 
tend to settle this m atter before 
you die, but never forget that hell 
is full of people who had good in­ 
tentions. 
They never intended to 
wait too long. N either do you. 
Jacob became a changed man. 
So can you! 
He had been a crook­ 
ed swindler, but he became a man 
whom God could trust. 
(I was holding a service in a 
county jail recently. 
A few of my 
men had accompanied me on this 
mission. 
One man, whom I had 
recently won to Christ, thrilled 
my heart as he testified to those 
prisoners as to what God had done 
for him. 
He is a changed man!) 


III. JACOB FORGIVEN BY ESAU 
(33:1-4) 


During those twenty years of 
separation, Jacob probably never 
ceased fearing the day he would 
have to face Esau. 
Now, he sees 
Esau coming with four hundred 
men. 
Jacob has prepared a valu 
able gift to offer Esau. 
It is a gift 
of restitution. 
It does not repre­ 
sent all that he had taken falsely 
twenty four years before, but it is 
the best he can do at the time. 
W henever a person becomes a 
Christian, that is the time of mak­ 
ing restitution. If you have wrong­ 
ed another human being, it is then 
time to do your best to make resti­ 
tution. 
Jacob was both surprised and 
happy when Esau came and cm 
braced him. Ail was forgiven. God
